to roceed at once with an inquiry.

in the history of Vancouver Island, 
which includes an explosion in the 
same mine last August that cost 13 
lives. 

Fourteen of the dead were white 
men, and twenty-one are Chinese.

Urges Progress. 

Improvement of plant No. 1, 
Norris said, would supply Mr. Ford 
or any other lessee or purchaser of 
the properties with adequate  ma- 
chinery to carry on experiments look- 
ing to discovery of new _ processes. 
Such a laboratory would be neces- 
sary, he insisted, if the cost of ferti- 
was to be reduced. 

While adoption of his amendment 
“might mean a modification of the 
Ford offer as it now stands,” Mr. 
Norris continued, supporters of the 
Detroit manufacturer should support 
the appropriation if they expect the 
country to have any faith in the sin- 
cerity of purpose behind the offer. 

“I do not guarantee that use of the 
remodelied plant will result in dis- 
eoveries which will reduce the cost 
of nitrates,” the Nebraskan senator 
said. “Weare traveling in this mat- 
ter on a path leading into an unex- 
plored wilderness. But I contend 
every effort should be made to make 
progress along that path.”

Coal Movavents Slow. 

The French occupational aythori- 
ties are devoting much of their time 
and energy to efforts to organize ship- 
ments of coal by rail and river from 
the Ruhr area to France. They are 
making slow progress, however, the 
shipments averaging under five thou- 
sand tons of coal and coke daily, 

Seven hundred car loads of coal and 
coke have been concentrated in the 
Wedau railroad yards near Duisburg. 
From this point three trains are leav- 
ing daily for LaCapelle, where the 
coke is diverted to Belgium and the 
coal to France. From three to six 
barges, each containing 1,000 tons, 
are leaving Ruhrrort daily. 

Food Situation Worse. 

The food situation is growing worse, 
despite the reports of Dr. Luther, 
the German food administrator, that 
there are flour and cereals enough 
to last until March 15. The Ger- 
mans are preparing a schedule of re- 
strictions which are to be enforced 
beginning Monday. These will in- 
clude a prohibition against the serv- 
ing of eggs for breakfast, and meat 
will be permitted at only one meal 
each day. 

The railroad strike is still complete- 
ly effective throughout the entire 
French zone, but the locks on the 


Rhine canal have been repaired and 
navigation reopened. 

Acts of sabotage continue. Six 
telephone lines were cut today in the 
vicinity of Dusseldorf and seventeen 
in the region of Ratingen, where the 
director of telephones was arrested 
and. expelled.

DECLARE SITUATION 
STILL IS UNCHANGED. 

Constantinople, February 9.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—So far as is 
known here the Angora government 
has not replied to the allied protest 
concerning the Turkish decree for the 
departure of allied warships from 
Smyrna_ harbor. 

The situation at Smyrna has not 
changed. Several foreign warships 
remain in the harbor while a few 
British vessels are outside. Signals 
of the mail ship Pierre Lotz for a 
pilot today were unanswered; she 
continued her voyage without enter- 
ing the harbor here. 

There have been rumors of the 
sinking of one or more merchantmen 
by mines, but these are without con- 
firmation although the foreign com- 
missions are in constant wireless 
touch with Smyrra. 

It is announced that Mustapaa 
Kemal Pasha will go to Ismid, there 
to meet Ismet Pasha, returning from 
the Lausanne conference, and accom- 
pany him to Angora.

New York, February 9.—North 
America’s first civilization, flourish- 
ing 2,000 to 6,000 years ago, will ,be 
traced in excavations of ancient Maya 
cities in Yucatan, Mexico, by twenty 
representatives of the Archaeological 
Institute, who sailed for Progreso on 
the steamship Mexico yesterday.

Provisions of Ordinance. 


City Attorney James L. Mayson 
furnished The Constitution a copy of 
the ordinance adopted by council on 
June 2, 1913, providing that heads 
of municipal departments shall have 
the right to recommend eithet, of- 
ficers or worknten to the committee 
above them for places in their re- 
spective departments.

SAVING THE TEETH. 
Teeth are Sones. ‘Khe dentin is 
practically identical chemically with 
bonue-—it consists of about SO per cent 
calcium phosphate and 10 to 12 per 
cent calcium carbonate. 
Sume dentisis have 
theory that dental caries (decay of 
teeth and cavity formation) is caused 
by sugar and starch adhering to the 
teeth, underge'ng fermentation « by 
bacterial action, forming lactic acid, 
which dissolves out the calcium or 
lime and produces the cavity. ‘his is 
merely a theory. Some dentists do 
not accept such a theory, among them 
Dr. Percy R. Howe of Harvard uni- 
versity. Dr. Howe cites experiments 
Which failed to support the theory.

Immunity to Diphtheria. 

A friend speaks in a letter of hav- 
ing had her children 
against diphtheria,” making them im- 
mune for the next ten vears. Is this 
correct or possible? We should cer- 
tainly like to have our children made 
immune to diphtheria if there is such 
a thing possib!e.—D. FE. W ; 

Answer.—Yes, in- many cities chil- 
dren are being immunized against 
diphtheria. The child is first tested 
with the Schick test. which resembles 
vaccination, but causes no sore arm; 
if this shows that the child is suscept- 
ible, a toxin-antitoxin is administered 
which produces a protective immunity 
against the dise:zse. How long 
immunity endures it is impossible to 
say. It is a relative. not an abso- 
lute immunity, snd probably confers 
sufficient protection to keep the child 
safe tiroughout childhood. Every 
physician can apply the test and im- 
munize children who ar2 found sus-

New York, February -9.—Rising 
commodity prices furnished the im- 
petus for another advance in prices in 
today’s stock market, the fourth eon- 
secutive million-share session, The cus- 
tomary week-end profit taking togeth- 
er with short selling of industrial 
shares whose market position had been 
weakened by the rapidity of the re- 
cent advance caused some irregularity 
in the late dealings, but bear operators 
found little difficulty in bringing for- 
ward new pace-makers. 

Domestie trade conditions continu- 
ed to be the predominant influence in 
the’ determination of quoted values, 
fresh encouragement being found in 
the weekly federal reserve statement 
showing a combined reserve ratio of 77 
per cent, the highest since October 25 
last, which was interpreted as an in- 
dication of the strength of the coun- 
try’s banking positiop, and announce- 
ments of higher prices for Cuban raw 
and refined sugar. While foreign news 
developments were largely ignored, the 
cable reports of an agreement between 
Turkish authorities in Smyrna and 
the allied naval commanders under 
which the status quo would be main- 
tained pending diplomatic negotiations, 
was reflected in the higher foreign ex- 
change rates.

Washington, February 9.—A_ pro- 


tocol has been signed by the United 


States and Costa Rica eliminating dif- 
ficulties dating back many years and 


affecting the possible future develop- 


ment of the Nicaraguan inter-oeeanic 
canal route. 
The text of the protocol, signed as 


an incident to the Central American 


‘conference which closed yesterday, will 
‘not be made public until after it has 


been transmitted to the senate as a 
matter of information. It conforms 
very closety to the similar protocol 
signed with Costa Riea by John Hay 
during his term as secretary of state 


‘and does not require senate confirma- 
| tion, 


Presumably the result of the discus- 
sions with Costa Rica, in the event

The negotiations between Secretary 
Hughes and Costa Rican representa- 
lives were entirely distinct from the 
Central American conference.

Nicaraguan treaty that the old Cen- 
tral American court of arbitratjon 
ceased to function. 3 

The Bryan treaty with Niearagua, 
as ratified. provided for recognition 
of Casta Rican rights under the 
Cleveland award in the eanal route. 
This was made effective by a senate 
reservation specifying that the treaty 


|'should not be regarded as contravern 


ing such Costa Rican rights in ‘any 


' way. Costa Rica was dissatisfied with 


this arrangement. however. and held 
the Hhy protocol ‘to be void as the 
Bryan treaty with Nicaragua had been 
negotiated despite that protocol and 
without direct consultation with Costa 
Rica.
